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Ex-Deputy May 
Be Linked With 
Fla. Slayings 
STUART, Fia. (AP) — A for­ 
mer deputy sheriff was charged 
Friday with murder in the slay­ 
ing of two teen-age girls. Au­ 
thorities have said the deaths 
are linked to the killing or dis­ 
appearance of five other wom­ 
en in South Florida. 
State Atty. Robert E. Stone 
interrupted a Circuit Court 
competency hearing to an­ 
nounce that Gerard Schaefer 
had been charged in the kill­ 
ings of Georgia Jessup, 16, and 
Susan Place. 17. 
The hearing before Circuit 
Judge C. F. Trowbridge was on 
a petition by Schaefer’s wife 
and mother for immediate non- 
voluntary commitment to a 
state mental facility. Stone 
asked that a previous order 
confining Schaefer to a state 
mental facility when space was 
available not be carried out be­ 
cause Schaefer would not. be 
held in maximum security. 
Circuit Court Judge C. Pfeif­ 
fer Trowbridge later committed 
Schaefer to the state hospital at 
Chattahoochee for 30 days of 
observation and tests. 
He was expected to be trans­ 
ferred to the mental hospital 
early next week. 
The headless skeletons of 
Miss Place of Oakland Park 
and Miss Jessup of Fort Lau­ 
derdale were found on a thin 
strip of land in St. Lucie Coun­ 
ty called Hutchinson’s Island. 
Their deaths have been defi­ 
nitely tied to at least five other 
women, reported missing or 
dead in the past several years, 
Stone has said. 
In addition, the state attor­ 
ney’s 
office is investigating 
cases of 20 or more missing 
girls, 
he said. Investigators 
also have received inquiries 
from 15 other states concerning 
dead and missing persons on 
their records, Stone said. 
Schaefer’s arrest and con­ 
viction in that case set off an 
investigation that turned up a 
cache of items in a house 
where Schaefer lived in nearby 
Fort Lauderdale. The items in­ 
cluded human teeth, women’s 
jew'elry, photographs, a 100- 
page written account of slay­ 
ings and grisly drawings.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
appointment of a Democrat and 
Harvard law professor as gov­ 
ernment prosecutor of the Wa­ 
tergate case has drawn favor­ 
able comment from key sena­ 
tors. 
Archibald Cox, 61, accepted 
the assignment from 
Atty. 
Gen.-designate Elliot L. Rich­ 
ardson Friday and told a Bos­ 
ton news conference he would 
conduct a wide-ranging investi­ 
gation. If the evidence leads to 
President Nixon, it will be re­ 
ported, he said. 
Cox’s appointment came dur­ 
ing the second day of the Sen­ 
ate select Watergate 
com­ 
mittee’s 
nationally 
televised 
hearings on the scandal. In oth­ 
er developments, Sens. Hubert 
H. Humphrey, D Minn., and 
Hugh Scott, R Pa., said there 
was no evidence that would 
merit impeachment proceed­ 
ings against Nixon. 
On Monday, Cox and Rich­ 
ardson, now secretary of de­ 
fense, will go before the Senate 
Judiciary Committee, which is 
conducting hearings on Rich­ 
ardson’s nomination to the top 
Justice Department post. 
Senators are expected to 
question Richardson about the 
guidelines under which Cox will 
operate. 


In announcing the appoint­ 
ment at a Pentagon news con­ 
ference, Richardson said Cox 
will have a free hand to choose 
his own staff. But Richardson 
said he will “retain ultimate 
power of removal over the spe­ 
cial prosecutor.’’ 
Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, D- 
Mass., a Judiciary Committee 
member, said that Cox “must 
have been high on everyone’s 
list for the job of special prose­ 
cutor.” 
Sen. Robert C. Byrd, D- 
W.Va., a committee member 
and assistant majority leader 
in the Senate, said his reaction 
to the appointment was favor­ 
able. 
Cox’s appointment does not 
require Senate confirmation, 
but Richardson has testified he 
would like the Senate to be a 
partner in the selection.

Troopers Secure Riot-Torn 
Prison In Walpole, Mass. 
WALPOLE, Mass. (AP) — 
Riot-equipped state troopers se­ 
cured Walpole state prison to­ 
day following a night of inmate 
rioting in which the prison was 
heavily damaged, state police 
said.State police said five inmates 
were wounded by plastic bullets 
fired by prison guards before 
the state troopers entered the 
maximum security prison. 
Authorities said the revolt ap­ 
parently was triggered by the 
announcement there would be a 
shakedown search for weapons 
and drugs on Sunday. 
The troopers, armed with 
shotguns, teargas canisters and 
peppergas guns, entered the 
prison at 6:30 a.m. and had 


locked all the inmates in their 
cells by 8:30 a.m., a state po­ 
lice spokesman said. 
The inmates set fires in the 
prison chapel and auditorium, 
smashed through walls and de­ 
stroyed locking systems on 
some of the cells, Corrections 
Department spokesman John C. 
Mac Lean said. 
“The kitchen was gutted,” a 
p o l i c e 
spokesman 
said. 
“There’s a tremendous amount 
of damage.” 
The prison houses 551 in­ 
mates. MacLean said he did 
not know how' many were in­ 
volved in the revolt, “but I can 
assure you they’re not all in­ 
volved.”

WASHINGTON (AP) — Pres­ 
ident Nixon Friday vetoed the 
hill that would have required 
Senate confirmation for the di­ 
rector and deputy director of 
the Office of Management and 
Budget. 
In a message to the Senate, 
the President said he did not 
dispute congressional authority 
44• abolish an office such as this 
or to specify standards for its 
officials. 
“But the power of the Con­ 
gress to terminate an office 
cannot be used as a back door 
method of circumventing the 
President’s power to remove,” 
he vaid. 
The bill passed the House by 
229 171 on May 1 and the Senate 
by 73-19 on May 3. 
Under the bill, the jobs of 
Nixon’s top two budget aides— 
Ofice 
of 
Management 
and 
Budget Director Roy Ash and 
OMB Deputy Director Frederic 
Malek—would be abolished and 
new offices of OMB director 
and deputy director would be 
set up requiring Senate con­ 
firmation of the President’s 
nominees. 
Currently, no Senate con­ 
firmation is required. 
Nixon maintained that for 
over 50 years the OMB and its 
predecessor agency, the Bureau 
of the Budget, had been headed 
by a director appointed by the 
President without Senate con­ 
firmation. He said these posts 
‘cannot reasonably be equated 
with Cabinet and subcabinet 
posts for which confirmation is 
appropriate.” 
He said the President has 
“the power and authority to re­ 
move or retain executive offi­ 
cers appointed by the Presi­ 
dent” and that it cannot be in­ 
fringed upon by Congress. 
Sen Sam J. Ervin Jr., D- 
N.C., chief sponsor of the ve­ 
toed bill, rejected Nixon’s as­ 
sertion the measure is a “back 
door method” of removing the 
OMB officials and said “I 
would think that neither Mr. 
Ash nor Mr. Malek would be 
rejected by the Senate unless 
they are found not qualified or 
otherwise unfit for the posi­ 
tions.”

Astronauts Rehearse For Space 
Station Emergency Repairs

CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) 
— Wearing bulky space suits, 
the Skylab 1 astronauts today 
planned a day-long rehearsal of 
the emergency repair job they 
hope will save their orbiting 
space station. 
In 
spaceship 
simulators 
they’ll work on two proposals 
for erecting a sunshade to pro­ 
tect the overheated station 
from the blistering rays of the 
sun.One involves an astronaut’s 
leaning out the open hatch of 
the Apollo ferry ship as it 
maneuvers near the lab. The 
other would have an astronaut 
exit from the space station 
batch to deploy the sail-like 
shield, 
They’ll make a decision on 
which method to try after they 
rocket to the station and take a 
fly around inspection. 
Charles Conrad Jr., Dr. Jo­ 
seph P. Kerwin and Paul J. 
Weiti are scheduled to start 
man’s first space salvage oper­ 
ation at 9 a.m. EDT Friday. 
But that depends on develop­ 
ment of sunshade equipment 
and tools and the training of 
the astronauts. 
The space agency said a deci­ 
sion on whether to launch Fri­ 
day or to further delay the mis­ 
sion might not be made until 
Thursday. 
There already have been two 
postponements totaling 10 days 
since Skylab was sent aloft 
Monday, losing its heat protec­ 
tion shield during a launch mis­ 
hap.While engineers at the na­ 
tion’s widespread space facil­ 
ities developed and tested vari­ 
ous candidates for the silver 
fabric-like shield, Conrad Ker­ 
win and Weitz were at the 
Johnson Space Center, Houston, 
Tex , to practice procedures for 
the unprecedented repair at­ 
tempt. 


Flight controller Don Puddy 
estimated that onee the shield 
is in place, shadowing the lab 
from the sun, temperatures in­ 
side should drop into the 70® 
within 24 to 36 hours and that 
the astronauts then would be 
able to carry out a full 28-day 
mission. 
Te m pe r a lures e urren tly h a ve 
stabilized inside the craft at be­ 
tween 100 and 110 degrees. 
However, 
the 
astronauts 
would have to drastically cur­ 
tail their medical, scientific, 
earth resources and other ex­ 
periments because of a power 
shortage created by the same 
launch mishap that strippd 
away the therm, a I shield. 
On Monday and Tuesday, the 
astronauts arc to practice sun­ 
shade deployment in a huge 
water tank at Huntsville. The 
tank contains a model of the 
Apollo ship and the Skylab, and 
the water helps create a sensa­ 
tion of space weightlessness. 
They’ll fly to Cape Kennedy 
Tuesday night to await the de­ 
cision on whether they are to 
start their dramatic journey on 
Friday.

scheduled. Nor were any reli­ 
gious activities scheduled for 
the current Skylab voyage.

Astronaut veteran Frank Bor­ 
man, an Episcopalian and now 
an airline executive, says the 
Apollo 8 voyage to the moon 
was the “final leg in my own 
religious experience . ■ ■ I saw 
evidence that God lives.” 
Several others among Amer­ 
ica’s 32 space veterans have re­ 
ported being strangely moved 
by their experience. 
Apollo 14 veteran Ed Mitcbel 
afterward began doing research 
in 
extrasensory 
perception. 
Apollo 15 veteran At Worden 
turned to writing 'introspective 
poetry. 
Apollo 
9 
veteran 
Rusty 
Schweickart, who became in­ 
volved in youth counseling and 
transcendental 
meditation, 
says; “I’m not the same man. 
None of us are.” 
Moon veteran James B. Ir­ 
win’s entire career was altered 
as a result of the experience 
which he says brought a sense 
of “ closeness to God.” 
It opened up a new per­ 
spective on the universe, be 
says, as if “looking at the earth 
with the eyes of God.” Hie im­ 
pact turned Irwin into what he 
calls a “ moon missionary.” 
“ I felt God’s presence on the 
moon more than I have ever 
felt it on the earth,” he hae 
since told audiences across the 
country and abroad, although a 
recent heart problem has limit­ 
ed his activity temporarily. 
He’s expected to be back 
fully at his new work by July, 
an associate said.

Attracts Throngs 
To Calif. Town

ANGELS CAMP, Calif. (AP) 
— 
Driving 
everything 
from 
campers 
to 
Cadillacs, 
thou­ 
sands of people have poured 
into this former gold mining 
camp to spend today watching 
frogs jump. 
It’s all part of the 1973 Inter­ 
national Jumping Frog Jubilee. 
The annual frog frolic was in­ 
spired by Mark Twain’s 1865 
tale 
about 
California’s gam­ 
bling, gold-mining ’49ers. 
In “The Celebrated Jumping 
Frog of Calaveras County,” a 
local gambler called Jim Smi­ 
ley boasted how his frog, Dan’l 
Webster, could out jump any 
other frog in the county. Smiley 
lost the big match when anoth­ 
er gambler loaded the frog with 
buckshot. 
The idea of the contest is 
simple: to get your frog to 
jump farther than the com­ 
petition. California Gov. Ronald 
Reagan, 21 other governors and 
singer 
Glen 
Campbell 
are 
among hundreds who have en­ 
tered frogs. 
Some of the frogs are being 
trained by a hypnotist who says 
he helps the creatures get rid 
of their hangups. 
Hypnotist Bill Steed says his 
Croaker College in San Fran­ 
cisco has four pools, three wa­ 
terfalls, a sauna and a bubble 
bath. 
Whether they’re trained by 
Steed’s hypnotism or, like oth­ 
ers, are on a special high-pro- 
tein diet, the frogs will be out 
to break the hop record. That 
was set in 1966 when an entry 
named Ripple covered a total 
of 19 feet 314 inches in the 
three hops to which each frog 
is entitled. 
Hie owner of any hopper that 
smashes the record gets $1,200. 
If the record is still standing by 
the time the hopping ends Sun­ 
day, the frog that jumped far­ 
thest gets $300 for his owner. 
Trainers 
are 
permitted to 
shout, pray or jump up and 
down on the platform to spur 
on their entries, but no touch­ 
ing is allowed. 
The money comes from the 
Calaveras County Fair, which 
operates in conjunction with the 
Jubilee.

The Revised Standard Ver­ 
sion of the Bible—its formal 
title—began rolling from the 
presses 
during 
Lent in the 
United States after publication 
in England in January. 
Disagreement remains as to 
what books are authoritative 
Scripture and such differences 
are indicated in the Common 
Bible. 
Protestants 
reared on 
the 
King James Version will find a 
bigger Bible, containing “deu- 
terocanonical” books and pas­ 
sages 
regarded by Catholics 
and the Orthodox as canonical. 
The books which are included 
In the Common Bible include 
Tobit, Judith, additions to Es­ 
ther, Wis com, 
Ecclesiasticus, 
Baruch, Letters of Jeremiah, 
additions to Daniel and First 
and Second Maccabees. 
Included from books known 
to Protestants as the Old Teet- 
ment Apocrypha are First and 
Second Esdras ond the Prayer 
of Manas sen, which are includ­ 
ed in the Greek canon. 
The common Bible does not 
include Psalm 151, of the Greek 
canon, which also includes the 
Third Macabees and the Fourth 
Maccabees as an appendix. 
A special subcommittee of 
the Revised Standard Version 
Committee is translating the 
two Maccabees and Psalm 151 
for inclusion in later editions. 
Hie Common Bible is cop­ 
yrighted by the Division of 
Christian Education of the Na­ 
tional Council of the Churches 
of Christ in the United States of 
America. It is printed by Col­ 
lins of New York, Glasgow, 
London, Toronto, Sydney and 
Auckland. 
The Common Bible does not 
contain the word “Jehovah” for 
God. A preface says Jehovah is 
of late medieval origin and 
“the use of only proper name 
for the one and only God, as 
though there were other gods 
from whom He had to be dis­ 
tinguished, was discontinued in 
Judaism before the Christian 
era 
and 
is 
entirely 
in­ 
appropriate for the universal 
faith of the Christian Church.”

Bowen while serving in the 
Legislative Council in 1966, and 
became the first Administrative 
Assistant to the Speaker of the

when

Along 
with the 
legislative efforts of the Bowen 
administration, Rizzo delves in 
the most vital areas of concern. 
The friendly, well educated 
man, is quite frank and open 
in his discussions. He lives a 
busy life in the current ad­ 
ministration, 
constantly being 
called for consultation. His work 
will not slack with adjournment 
of the legislature, only change 
direction. 
Rizzo told me: “The Governor 
has established as one of the 
priorities of his administration 
an attempt to bring our welfare 
costs into some reasonable line. 
They have been growing at an 
unforecastable rate. He wants 
to make certain that the state 
d o e s 
provide 
meaningful 
assistance to those who truly 
have need of public assistance, 
but also to make sure that there

Pentagon On Verge Of Eliminating 
Use Of Enlisted Men As Servants

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Pentagon is on the verge of ei­ 
ther eliminating or sharply cut­ 
ting the use of enlisted men as 
servants for admirals and gen­ 
erals. 
Two 
military 
schools 
that 
train young men in the arts of 
flower arranging and carving 
ice swans, cooking or bartend­ 
ing already are being phased 
out. 
One of Elliot L. Richardson’s 
last decisions as defense secre­ 
tory will be bow many of the 
approximately 
1,700 
enlisted 
aides now serving senior flag 
officers will be transferred to 
other jobs. 
A General Accounting Office 
study done for Sen. William 
Proxmire, D-Wis., has set the 
annual cost of the servants' 
training program at $21.3 mil­ 
lion. The two schools, at Ft. 
Lee, Va., and Camp Lcjeune, 
N.C., have annual expenses of 
about $360,000, the report said. 
In 
congressional 
testimony 
this week, the Army and Ma­ 
rines indicated they soon will 
be phasing out their schools. 
Army and Air Force aides are 
trained at Ft. Lee; Marines at 
Lejeune. The Navy trains its 
aides, mostly Filipinos, by as­ 
signing them directly to admi­ 
rals’ houses. 
Congressional and Pentagon 
sources say there are recom­ 
mendations before Richardson 
for a 20-per-cent cut in the 
number of aides who rim er­ 
rands, wash cars, care for pets 
and babysit. 
Richardson, who personally 
asked for a staff study on the 
issue, is likely to make broader 
cuts than that, a Pentagon offi­ 


cial said. Another spokesman 
has said Richardson was sur­ 
prised to find just how many 
enlisted aides there really are. 
Flag officers usually are as­ 
signed one aide for each star of 
rank. 


Officially, the Pentagon says 
generals and admirals are busy 
men who don’t have the time to 
attend 
to 
lesser 
household 
tasks. 
Such critics as Proxmire say 
if 
domestic 
servants 
are 
needed, the generals and admi­ 
rals should hire their own. A 
major general with 22 year’s 
service earns $2,700 monthly, 
plus various military benfitts 
including a generous housing 
allowance.

per cent club” and it has func­ 
tioned ever since, except for a 
brief interval when former Gov. 
E d g a r 
D. 
W h i t c o m b 
“abolished” it. McNutt later 
held several high federal posts 
and died in 1955 before he 
reached 
his 
goal 
of 
the 
Presidency, but his “two per 
cent club” still survives. 
Governor 
Bowen 
has 
con­ 
tinued the practise of requiring 
patronage employes of the state 
to make what politicos refer to 
as “a voluntary contribution” 
to the political party in power. 
As a matter of practice, no 
contribution means no job for 
most patronage employes. 
Hie newest batch of protests 
against the venerable system is 
coming from some of the high 
school and university students 
who must pay the 2 per cent 
to get summer jobs at state- 
owned 
recreational 
facilities. 
Most of the protests are cen­ 
tered in Monroe County where 
some 80 persons will work on 
summer-time 
jobs 
at 
Lake 
Monroe under patronage. 
One of the gripes voiced by 
some of the students who must 
sign 
a 
card 
saying 
they 
“voluntarily subscribe the sum 
of two per cent” of their pay 
in order to get a park job, is 
that some other summertime 
state employes are not subject 
to the same restriction. 
Republican State Chairman 
Thomas Milligan and Natural 
Resources 
Director 
Joseph 
Cloud explained that some are 
getting 
patronage 
jobs 
and 
some are getting work under 
categories protected by merit 
statutes. 
“Monroe happens to be one 
place 
with 
a 
good 
bit 
of 
property and a lot of kids,” 
Cloud said. He acknowledged he 
had heard some of the criticism 
against the 2 per cent club but 
said: 
“It 
is 
one 
of 
those 
situations that has some things 
wrong with it and some things 
right with it. Until somebody 
figures out a better way (to 
finance political parties) we will 
have to keep it.” 
If a student gets a job as 
a waitress, bathhouse attendant, 
gatekeeper or similar work, he 
or she pays the 2 per cent, 
Cloud said. But if the student 
is working for the Department 
of 
Natural 
Resources 
this 
summer in an interne program, 
such 
as 
work 
leading 
to 
becoming a forester, biologist, 
or 
engineer, 
he 
or 
she 
is 
exempt. “We hope to hire the 
internes fulltime in the future,” 
Cloud explained. “You can tear 
that apart, too, and find things 
wrong with it.” 
The Department of Natural 
Resources 
has 
about 
800 
summer-time jobs of which only 
81 are under the special state­ 
wide summer program that will 
being 2,419 students in for 90- 
day jobs. 
In this 
program,

followed by the Mental Health

Posh Dental Office Offers Drinks, Decor

RIO DE JANEIRO (AP) — A 
Mercedes sedan pulls up to a 
tree-shaded mansion near Sug­ 
ar Loaf Mountain. A butler 
wearing a black tuxedo ushers 
the passenger into a well-ap­ 
pointed room furnished in au­ 
thentic Provencal style and ap­ 
pears an instant later with a 
scotch on the rocks. 
What is this — a reception 
for a visiting head of state? No. 
It’s an appointment with Rio 
denists Isaac Jaimovich and 
Antonio Nunes de Souza. 
“There’s nothing else like 
this in the whole world,” boast­ 
ed Dr. Jaimovich, 50, as he 
showed off his unusual office to 
a visitor. “The purpose is to 
eliminate the aggression and 
anxiety that a typical dentist’s 
waiting room produces in a 
patient,” 
More of the same awaits in 
the dentist’s chair. Instead of 
looking at the traditional blank 
wall or Veneian blinds, the 
patient faces a panorama of 
trees, 
sky 
and . mountains 
through curta inless windows. 
‘Psychologically, the green of 
the trees .and the blue of the 
sky are very relaxing,” Jai­ 
movich explained. 
There are no menacing drills 
or tubes suspended over the 
chair. That equipment is tn 
rola ble cabinets, designed by 
the two doctors, which are kept 
out of the patient’s view. The 
only thing the person in the 
chair sees besides the scenery 
is the dentist* lamp. 
A native of Rio — he got his 


dental degree nearly 30 years 
ago in a university right across 
the street from his present of­ 
fice —- Jaimovich 
lectures 
around the world on dental 
technique, “to show people 
what Brazil has to offer in this 
field.” All expenses come out of 
his own pocket. 
Competing dentists are free 
to use Jaimovich’s and Souza’s 
innovations. “I’ve been to Eu­ 
rope, North America — even 
Lebanon and Kuwait. I tell 
people: Look at what we’re 
doing in Brazil. Copy all our 
ideas you want. We are pro­ 
moting the reputation of Brazil­ 
ian dentistry,’’Jaimovich said. 
The deluxe dentists say they 
do not charge premium prices 
for their work. “A client sees 
this and thinks an appointment 
here is going to cost a fortune,” 
said Jaimovich, pointing to­ 
ward a 200-year-old Portuguese 
colonial light fixture in one of 
his waiting rooms. But we try 
to provide maximum comfort 
without raising prices.” 
A routine appointment at the 
Jaimovich-Souza clinic costs 
100 cruzeiros — $16 — about the 
same as other private dentists 
in Rio charge. But because of 
modern equipment, the clinic 
can handle a large volume of 
high-priced specialized 
work 


such as implantations, braces 
and gum surgery. 
Rio dental specialists in vari­ 
ous fields practice one day a 
week at the Jaimovich-Souza 
clinic. The doctors call it “in­ 
tegrated dentistry.” 
“You can come here for any­ 
thing from a filling to the most 
delicate precision work,” Jai­ 
movich said.
